In any case
where a conflict arises as to the 'jurisdiction of any division or where 3
jurisdiction of any matter or service is not allocated to a division,
the Commission shall determpine whether the whole Commission or #
a division thereof shall have and exercise jurisdiction, and if a
division, the one which shall have and exercise such jurisdiction.-
